January at No Lower Lev- 


el, Relatively, Than Pre- 


ceding- Month 


WASHINGTON.- (/I'j -The 
Federal 


Reserve Board reported Sunday nighl 
that Ihc nation's business halted its 
decline during January and i.s now no 
worst, at least, than in December. It 
discussed in i.ts monthly bulletin the 
recession which in about four months 
wiped out the gains in industrial pro- 
duction of three years. 


The index of industrial production 


based on 1923-25, as 100, stayed at the 
December level of 84 during Janaury, 
the board reported. Retail sales, as 
measured by department store busi- 
ness, also held up lo December levels, 
considering seasonal 
difercnccs be- 


tween tlie months. 


In Ihe industrial field, the hoard, 


found slightly higher output in Jan- 
uary than in December for steel, au- 
tomobiles and shoes. Textile produc- 
tion showed little change and mineral 
production declined.

Sunday morning, killing six persons 
and causng property damage estimated 
in excess of 530.000. 


The dead: 
John Thomas Brannan, G7, of Texar- 


kana, engineer with 50 years of service 
to hi.s record, whose body was found 
in the cab of his overturned locomo- 
»ive. Torches were used to remove the 
Jx>dy from its steel prison. 


Peter Grunz, lj-l, of St. Louis, Mo., 


Railway Express messenger, whose 
body was found buried in the mud, 
100 feet from his express car. Only the 
he.id was visible and the bady was dug 
out with shovels. 


L. J. Jackson, about 50, negro porter, 
A negro woman, about 40, identified 


as the wife of O Buchanan, East St. 
Louis, 111. 


Negro girl, about four years of age, 


unidentified. 
*• A negro-girl), about IV,- unidentified. 


Vhe bodies of the four negro victims' 


were found just after daylight in tlie 
first passenger coach of the 14- train. 
Condition of the bodies indicated they 
had been scalded by steam from the 
locomotive, 
which was 
half-buried 


in mud, outside the west window of. 
the coach. 


Train on Straightaway 


The train carrying 77 passengers, was 


en route from Tcxarkana to Little 
Rock. It was due to arrive here-at 
2:40 a. m. but wa.s running about an 
hour late. The derailment occurred 
on a straghlaway, where normal speed 
of the train wa.s .said lo be 70 miles 
an hour. W. E. Lamb, general super- 
intendent of the Missouri Pacific Lines 
here, said the roadbed was in perfect 
condition. It was rebuilt about three 
months ago, with heavy rails and add- 
ed ballast. 


Fireman G. H. Johnson, 50, 321 West 


Eighteenth street, North Little Rock, 
climbed from the cab after the loco- 
motive derailed. He wa.s burned about 
Ihe leg and neck and .suffered bruises 
to hi.s back and thigh. Hi.s injuries 
were not believed to be serious, at- 
tendants at Missouri Pacific hospital, 
said. 


Auto Abandoned 


The locomotive struck the stalled au- 


tomobile at a point where a CCC forest 
road crosses the tracks at Cunningham 
Spur. The impact reduced the car to 
a mass of twisted metal, which was 
hurled into a switch housing. A pre- 
liminary examination by Mr. Lamb and 
other Missouri Pacific officials incli- 
caed that the switch, which would 
have opened Cunningham Spur, was 
not damaged. 


The car (a l!)2!l model Pontiac roach) 


was owned by Len Hicks of Poyeii, 
Grant county. Sheriff Virgil Rucker of 
Saline county told railroad officials. 
A driver's license issued to Hicks was 
found in the wreckage. Hicks was 
not a passenger in the car. 


Deputy Prosecuting Attorney W. H. 


Glover of Malvern, said that Homer 
Wilson, 25, private attached to the 
Army-Navy hospital, Hot Springs, a 
brother-in-luw of Hicks, wa.s the driv- 
er. Frank Wilson, 27, farmer of Poyen, 
the-driver's brother, was the other oc- 
cupant of the car, he sad. 


"They told me that they each had 


one bottle of beer and one drink of 
whisky," Glover said, "but they con- 
Winced me they were not drunk. 


Humor Wilson had no driver's li- 


ccn.se, the deputy prosecutor 
said. 


"They admitted that they were using 
Hick's car without the hitter's consent, 
and Hicks has confirmed that state- 
ment," he said. 


Tell How Car Stalled 


The Wilson brothers were in Ma!- 


vcrn Saturday night in company with 
three young women. Glover said. They 
left Malvern about midnight. "They 
told me they were en route to Trask- 
wood to visit another young woman." 
said. "They became lost on (lie CCC 
road and after crossing the Missouri 
Pacific tracks at the scene of the 
wreck, they tried to turn their car 
around. It mired m the mud and 
they freed it with difficulty." he .said. 


"Returning, the car stalled on the 


crossing. They said it slipped when 
the spun the wheels and lodged be- 
tween the tracks," Glover said. "When

WASHINGTON-(/P)-Admiral Wil- 


liam Leahy, chief of naval operations, 
told the house naval committee Mon- 
day that the Navy expects to solve its 
defense problems "without alliances" 
and has no "foreign commitments."

But Court Splits 


Supreme C o u r t Divides 


Over Question of Or- 


dering New Trial 


LITTLE ROCK—(P)—Tlie Arkansas 


Supreme Court split four to three 
Monday over the question of whether 
it should order a new trial or reduce 
the amount of damages atfer deciding 
that n jury-verdict in a personal in- 
jury suit was excessive. 


Tlie majority opinion, partially up 


holding a Crawford circuit court de- 
cree, reduced from $40,000 to $30,000 
damages awarded C. M. Bonner, Jr., 
against the Seaman store, Fort Smith. 
Bonner claimed lie was injured when 
the freight elevator of which he was 
operator fell. 


He charged the company with neg- 


ligence. 


The minority opinion pointed out 


that in numerous previous cases the 
tribunal had ordered new trials after 
judgments were held excessive. 


Tiie majority said damages were ex- 


cessive, adding that there is a "pos- 
sibility his body has undergone some 
organic change not susceptible to act- 
ual or demonstrable discovery."

at Index was (he alleged goal of of- 
ficials of the Arkansas attorney gen- 
eral's department when they accom- 
plished the first step in that direction 
by obtaining a temporary injunction 
here Saturday night to prevent the 
spending of any money by the bridge 
district commissioners except for the 
.salaries of employes. 


A recent financial report of the Red 


River bridge district of Little River 
and Miller counties showed that at this 
time there were enough funds on hand 
to retire the remaining bonded indebt- 
edness against the half-million dollar 
spaji. 


Chancellor A. P. Steel signed the 


restraining order by which the attor- 
ney general's office sought to prevent 
Ihc expenditure of funds for improve- 
ments or repairs ami thus plunge the 
district into new indebtedness. 


'1 hey sought also under a contract 


entered into in 1925 between the bridge 
commissioners and the State of Arkau- 


t sax. ID niiike the massive steel struc- 


ture state-owned.

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Dollar Devaluation—a Good or Bad Things? 


IT IS now almost four years since the dollar was devalued. 


And today the effect of that epoch-making shift ot 


monetary policy is lost in the welter of national and inter- 
national factors that bear on the relation between the things 
bought and the money paid for them. Few economists have" 
been hardy enottgh to attempt to pick out the exact effects of 
dollar devaltition. 


Yet four years ago the nation gasped at the daring of the 


step. The more conservative shuddered at what they felt sure 
was a gate opening directly on inflation that would destroy 
us all. They may yet be right. No one knows. But certainly 
no sign of it has appeared yet, and right now the United 
States is in a period of deflation and falling prices. 


. _ 
Even the most radically-minded among financial author- 


ities .took a firm grip on the handles and prepared for some 
kind of a fast sleigh-ride when the price of gold was artific- 
ially advanced so that the 100-cent dollar became a 59-cent 
dollar in relation to the price of gold. And when the Supreme 
Coui-t upheld the course, it was Justice McReynolds who cried 
out at the "shame and humiliation" of it, and lamented that 
"the Constitution, as we have known it, is gone." 
* * * 


SOMETHING is gone, all right, but nobody seems to know 
>J quite what it is. Prices did rise, steadily, until last fall, 
when they began to slip, and have been slipping ever since. 
How much of that price inflation was due to dollar devalua- 
tion, and how much to lavish spending by the federal govern- 
ment, the soldier's monus, farm-aid payments, and the like, 
no one can measure, and few are hardy enough to try. 


The effect of devaluation on the pocketbook of the aver- 


age man is even harder to measure. He still goes to the store 
with paper dollars, and buys with them aboutnvhat he did 
before. The fact that they are theoretically worth less gold 
has not up to now made any appreciable difference to him. 


It is quite likely, however, that there has been a definite 


effect on foreign trade. Devaluation placed the American I 
dollar in a workable relationship with foreign moneys; and 
export off U. S. steel, farm machinery, cotton and automobiles 
have steadily increased to the point where they were a worth- 
while cushion to the recession.
